At stations on the road to Heidel- 


berg we had noticed men with ucly 
"cars 
on their faces. 
We did not 


know until told that

received in combat with swords. 
At 


Heidelberg, it seemed as thoueh fully 
one half of the students of the creat 
University carried scars 
They wear 


them proudly, and go home with 
new scars, the 
envy of the more 


timid students and the pride of 
doting parents. 


Three duels were fought this mor- 


ning. 
They 
were 
inter-fiaternity 


affa7rs, 
although there are sword 


contests and even pistol battles still 
where ouo has a real or fancied 
grievance and challenges the other to 
mortal combat. 
I had supposed that duels between 


students are now something of a par- 
lor game, but such is bv no meuus 
the case. 
At the word "Los!" a 


tremendous fusillade of sword ham- 
mering eusued for about ten seconds 
when the referee called "Halt!" aud 
they examined each head aud lace 
for blood. 
The 
decision of 
the 


ree at the close of a battle IB 


rendered on the number and seventy 
of the wounds. The throat and eyes are 
protected as are the arms, hands and 
chest, so that wouuds are seldom in- 
flicted anywhere except on the scalp 
and cheeks. 
A round seldom goes 


beyond thirty seconds aud may be 
only a second or two if a wound is 
inflicted. 
Only 
members of 
tho 


fraternities are admitted to tho room 
where the battle is fought. 
Invited 


guests must content themselves with 
a position at a window outsido the 
buildine. 
In this way only about 


twenty-five persons other than fra- 
ternity members can witness a duel. 
After seeing one of these battles, 
an American is glad that nothing 
worse than foot ball and class rushes 
together with a little ha/.ine fur- 
nish an 
opportunity for 
tests of 


skill aud endurance at our univer- 
sities. 
The battle this morning lasted au 


hour and fifteen minutes, with only 
fifteen minutes of actual fightinc, but 
the fencing was fast and furious, 
though neither combatant was angry. 


It is difficult to harmouixo Heidel- 


berg University 
dueling with the 


march of civilization. 
In explana- 


tion it may be stated that the fra- 
ternities, of which there are five, 
lead to the army, and these young 
fellows are ambitious to wear officers' 
uniforms. 
Membership 
in 
the 


"Korps" is limited 
and only the 


physically 
strong as well as the 


courageous aro voted in. 
The 
frafc 


demands a high sense of honor among 
its membership. 
Joining the Korps 


is optional with 
the student, but 


dueling after one joins is expected. 
To refuse to fight, or to show distress 
at pain means disgrace and possible 
expulsion from the Korps. 


Students at Heidelberg aro exempt

but In mnuy remote villages, 
Somn tribes, 


notably Iho Apaches, who conlinued to be 
troublesome until a relatively . recent 
date, 


have become famous tor tbo misdeeds that ma- 
terially retarded the development of Arizona 
and western Now Mexico.

reveals the most stupendous panorama imag- 
inable, for one sens into an area of about 600 
square miles filled with an endless variety of 
most rugged topographic forms of many beau- 
tiful colors.

The canyon was discovered .by Cardenas, 


who went to ltn edge in J540 on a bramoh trip 
from Coronado's expedition, on information ob- 
tained by Tovar from the Hopl Indiana. The 
original name given to the river was Tison. 
Spanish for firebrand, and it is to be regretted 
that the name has not been retained to avoid 
the present confusion due to the river having 
the same name as the state. 


Coon butte, another ot the greatest wonders

warm; in tho southern desert area they ard 
decidedly hot for several months, but the dry 
air even then Is much more endurable than 
the sultry summer weather of the eastern and 
central states. 
Sunstroke is unknown, and 


laborers continue their work without distress. 


The valley of southern California Is pro- 


tected from the cold northern winds of winter 
by high mountain ranges, while to the south 
it is open to tha Pacific. Owing to the pecu- 
liar configuration of the coast the cold Cali- 
fornia current from the north is deflected west 
near Point Conception, and hence the south- 
ern California shores have waters warmer by 
about ten degrees than those to the north. 


This beneficent climate Is responsible for 


the giant industry of fruit growing which has 
made California famous over the globe. Cali- 
fornia furnishes the major part of the very 
large amount of oranges and other citrus 
fruits consumed in the United States, and 
this business has been the potent cause In the 
development ot southern California. 


The orange and other 
citrus 
fruits 
of 


southern California have an output of about 
30,000 carloads a. year, with a net value of 
more than 515,000,000. 


East of tne mountains In southern Califor- 


nia is. .an extensive desert country, much of 
it without water, but large areas can be 
reached by ditches from the Colorado river. 
The most notable district of the sort of in the 
Salton desert, near the Mexican boundary. A 
few years ago this was a lonely and forbid- 
ding region, but now, by aid of irrigation from 
the Colorado river, it has several thriving 
settlements, with 100,000 people and 200,000 
acres of cultivated land. That portion of it 
known as Imperial valley has the greatest 
development, and with rich soil and semi-trop- 
ical climate phenomenal results have been ob- 
tained when water is applied. 


One of the best known products of this 


region is the canteloupe, of which the annual 
shipments are over 1,800 cars, bringing nearly 
a million dollars. 
This valley contains over 


400,000 acres of land, and just across the Mex- 
ican line are 200,000 more. 


The great oil fields of California are in the 


southern part of the state, and with rapidly In- 
creasing production they promise to be the 
largest producers in the country.

EXPLORING BARKING ABBEY 


In the course of excavations for a 


new street at Barking a subterranean 
passage was discovered which had 
evidently led from the old abbey. 


A workman, while digging. ;at.,-; a 


depth of; ten;-feet, drovelhis piclc'into 
some soft stonework, an'd -.'after ^the 
subsequent cojlapse ;b£ earth'- the'.pas- 
sage was revealed,' clt was found .that 
•the pick had been driven through, 'the 
arched celling ot a stone-built passage 


some eight feet six inches high and 
about six feet wide.: Exploring par- 
ties have lnvestlgated"the Interioriby 
the aid of candle light. 
The walls 


.were .found to .be darap and :dammj% 
and the floor was covered with:a thick 
carpet 
of spongy 
substance, . into 


which the feet'sank slightly. For a 
distance of .nearly 20 yards the pas- 
sage Is clear, and at either end of thl* 
stretch it is blocked,, In on* cas» by 


a fall of earth and 1n the other case, 
presumably, by the character of the 
structure Itself. 
Two smaller pas- 


sages turn off the first passage, and 
,in one of the side turnings there were 
found half a dozen human skulls and 
a quantity of bones. Among the lat- 
ter Is a number of Jaw bones of horses 
or other large animals. All the bone* 
and skulls are charred. 


The Abbey 'of Barking Is reported 


to have been built in A. D. 679 by 
Erkenwald, who ' afterwards ^became 
'Bishop vof < London, -and. whose (liter 


Ethelberga became first abbess at 
.Barking. It wa's the first nunnery es- 
tablished In thi* country. 
In A. D. 


870 the Danes destroyed.lt by fire, and 
It lay desolate for a century until re- 
stored by King Edgar. 
Many.mem- 


bers of royal famJlie* were among lt« 
abbesses. " From the fact that tin 
main passage,runs In the dlrectlon-.ol 
Barking creek, a short distance away, 
it is believed to have afforded a chan- 
nel of communication from the abbey

, test to all cattle oft oral for sale or 


slaughter compulsory. The law goes 
into effect Dec. 1, next, anil is as fol- 
lows: 
"From and after December 1, 1'HO, it 


shall be unlawful to sell or otherwise 
transfer any bull, cow or heifer of the 
bovine family, over six mouths old, 
for other than temporary feeding pur- 
poses or to be exported from the state 
or slaughtered, unless the same has 
within two years prior to such sale or 
transfer been tuberculin tested by 
some competent person, approved by 
the1 state live stock sanitary board, 
and been found to be free from tuber- 
culosis, the same to be shown by the 
temperature sheets of such test, one 
copy of which shall be delivered to 
the purchaser at time of sale, and an- 
other at the same time shall be sent 
by mail to the state live stock sanitary 
board; and no person shall purchase 
any such animal except as above pro- 
vided unless the same has been tuber- 
culin tested, and the evidence of stieli 
test as provided in this act accompanies 
the animal, and no person shall at any 
time, or in any manner apply tudcrcu- 
liii to any animal unless such applica- 
tion do reported to the state live slock 
board."

Cattle Must Be Tested. 


The last legislature enacted a la\v 


of jrrcat Importance to farmers. 
It 
makes the applicalion of the tuberculin 
test to all cattle ottered for sale or 
' slaughter compulsory. The law goes 


into effect Doc. 1, next, and is as fol- 
°"Froni and after December 1, 1910, it 
shall be unlawful to sell or otherwise 
transfer any bull, cow or heifer of the 
bovine family, over six months old, 
for other than temporary icedmff pur- 
poses or to be exported from the state 
or slaughtered, unless the same has 
within two years prior to such sale or 
transfer been tuberculin tested 
b> 
some competent person, approved by 
the! state live stock sanitary 
board, 
aud been found to be free from tuber- 
culosis, the same to be shown by the 
temperature sheets of such test, one 
copy of which shall be delivered to 
the purchaser at time of sale, and an- 
other at the same time shall be sent 
by mail to the state live stock sanitary 
board; and no person shall purchase 
any such animal except as above pro- 
vided unless the same has been tuber- 
culin tested, and the evidence ot such 
test as provided in this act accompanies 
the animal, and no person shall at any 
time, or in auy manner apply tudercu- 
liu to any animal unless such applica- 
tion de reported to the state live stock 
board."

The stream which wrought the de- 
struction Is at ordinary times simply

bridge. A 
tremendous; 


rain had fallen during the night 
and- 


the ordinarily dry bed was soon filled 
to the brim with a wild torrent. 
The 


bridge itself was quickly broken 
upj 


and carried away. 


Shortly after one 
o'clock 
In 
the 


morning, while the storm yet raged, 
the fast Rock Island passenger train 
from Kansas City to Denver, travel- 
Ing at n forty mile per 
hour 
speed, 


rushed headlong into the gap and the 
forward end of the train 
took 
the 


plunge into the water filled ravine. 


The locomotive, tender and baggage 


car disappeared entirely under the wa- 
ter, 
and 
the . engineer, fireman, bag- 


gageman and conductor were 
all 
In- 


stantly killed. 


The smoker, which stopped on the 


brink of the stream, was 
telescoped 


by a chair car and many of the pas- 
sengers killed outright. 
Others wera 


thrown into the stream and Crowned. 


With the exception of the last Full- 


man the entire train left the 
track 


and the cars and coaches were piled 
in one big heap 
or 
rolled into 
the 


ditch 'alongside the rails.

and rendered what assistance they 
could, working by the light o£ the few 
lanterns which could be found. 


Other passengers as well as train- 


men walked to Clayton In the search 
for help.

was telegraphed to headquarters and 
relief trains were started from Belle- 
ville 
and 
Phlllipsburg. 
Citizens of 


Clayton In-wagons 
drove 
hastily to 


the scene of the wreck and, aided by 
bonfires which they lighted, worked 
in the storm amid the debris In the 
search Eor the dead-and injured.' 


Tho little stream lost its water as 


rapidly as It had found it, and soon 
the ravine was practically dry. Down 
stream for half a mile the dead and 
injured were found and removed 
to

Sherman anti-trust law 
and the court is asked to dissolve the 
trust and issue an injunction restrain- 
ing the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany of New Jersey from 
voting the 


shares of the subsidiary 
companies 


pending the 
redistribution 
of these 


shares among their original owners. 
The action, will be in all respects sim- 
ilar to'that which 
resulted

the 


smashing of the Standard Oil company 
in the United States circuit court and 
in a general way it resembles the ac- 
tion against the tobacco trust. It is
